“A COLONIAL DRAWING ROOM” 


‘The drawing room of a house in Boston of the last quarter of 
the Eighteenth Century, is to be-decorated in the prevailing 
fashion, the Colonial Period, which was influenced by the pre- 
yailing English styles of that period. 

There are several features about this room which may be 
brought out in the decorative treatment. The room is 33 feet 
from East to West, by 20 feet by 14 feet high; at the West end 
is a semi-circular headed window; on the South side there are 
three windows each measures four feet six inches, and they are 
spaced equally apart; in the North wall is a mantel on center 
with a breast of six feet; in the East wall there is a door with 
an opening of four feet six inches, the height is optional. 

The student should remember that this is an important room 
of a very dignified house and is not to be confused with the 
later wall-paper method of handling the decorative treatment of 
such a room.

speaker’s desk is a great wall surface, the decoration of which 
is the theme of this problem. The room is roofed by a half 
dome, coffered as shown in the blue print, and the Doric colon- 
nade is carried along the semi-circular wall which encloses it. 
The material of the room is light stone and the spaces available 
for painted decoration are marked, A, B, C, and D. In addi- 
tion to the great panel A, which may be treated either pictorial 
ly or divided in such a way as to form a series of spaces or 
panels, the segmental band B requires some conventional treat- 
ment in ‘order to supplement the classic architecture of the 
room. 

In a problem of this character the maintenance of a sentiment 
of classic repose in the finished work is of supreme importance 
and in selecting the design to receive the prize the jury will be 
asked to lay special stress on the question of a proper relation 
of scale between the painted composition and the classic order 
which is the predominant feature of the room. ;

a CLASS “A” IV PROJET 
“A SUMMER SCHOOL OF FINE ARTS” 


A Summer School of Fine Arts, similar to the school at 
Fontainebleau, where for the last five years two hundred young 
American artists have been spending their summers perfecting 
themselves in their different vocations, is the subject of this 
program. 

It is, therefore, proposed to build upon a clearing in a park a 
monumental Summer School of Fine Arts, where two hundred 
students (100 in music and 100 in the other arts,) will perfect 
themselves in their various callings. It is to be situated on the 
shore of a lake, and the space allotted for this problem is not 
to exceed 400 feet in any direction. 

It shall be composed of the following elements: 

The Administration—the offices for the Director, Professors, 
etc., etc. : 

The School—a hall seating 500 with entrance foyer; ample 
stage accommodations, etc.; large lounge; dining-room seating 
250, with services on the same floor; library; two large studios 
and two large lecture rooms (50 students each), each with ad- 
jacent rooms for professors; also 30 individual studios. 

These requisites can be arranged either as a single building 
or as a group of buildings. The dormitories will be located at 
some little distance from the school and will not be indicated. 

A special feature of the group will be the attractive formal 
courts, gardens, fountains, etc.

SECOND PRELIMINARY COMPETITION FOR THE 20TH PARIS PRIZE 
of the 
SOCIETY OF BEAUX-ARTS ARCHITECTS 
“A ZOOLOGICAL GARDEN” 


In the immediate neighborhood of a large city it is proposed to establish a zoological garden, which shall serve as a centre 
for scientific research and for general recreation. The site chosen is a sloping ground on the edge of a large river, by which it may 
be approached from the city, as well as by land. The plot is square, and measures 1800 feet on a side. There are fine trees on 
the site and a natural stream flowing in cascades and pools down to the river. The stream may be utilized for naturalistic and 
formal effects. 


The requirements are as follows: 
A. Educational Group 


1. A Museum of Natural History, comprising an area of approximately 80,000 square feet. This shall contain a grand hall 
for the exhibition of large specimens, and numerous smaller exhibition rooms. 4 


2. A Geological Museum, of smaller dimensions. 
3. An Administration Building. 


4. A Lecture Hall, or Amphitheatre, which may be included in the large museum, or placed in a separate building, at the 
option of the competitor. 


B. Zoological Group 

. A large building for the carnivora. 

. A large building for the elephants, in which will also be housed the giraffes, camels, etc. 

. A bird house, with large indoor and outdoor flying cages, and smaller cages for individual specimens. 


. A monkey house, with large indoor and outdoor group cages, and smaller cages for individual specimens.

. Besides these principal buildings there will be numerous smaller structures for small mammals, water-fowl, reptiles, etc., 
a bear-pit, runs for deer, and other subsidiary elements, which may be dispersed through the garden, though with due 
consideration for reasonable practical requirements. 


All the buildings must be provided with individual outdoor cages. 
C. Botanical Group 
1. A large conservatory. 
2. A group of hothouses. 
3. A considerable area assigned to the regular alignment of specimen plants for observation and experiment. 
4. An arboretum. This may be combined with the recreation group. 
D. Recreation Group. 


This shall be placed on the edge of the river, and shall include an excursion boat landing besides an esplanade, shady walks 
and a playground for children. 


1. A restaurant. 
2. A boathouse. 


The entire property is to be enclosed by a high wall or iron fence, in which shall be provided gates at suitable intervals, with 
gatekeeper’s houses, ticket offices, and so forth. . 


__ It is intended that the general scheme shall present, unlike most zoological gardens now in existence, a fine architectural aspect, 
with handsome approaches, and suitable settings for the buildings. 


The names of the principal groups and buildings must be indicated on the plan.

A LETTER FROM A FONTAINEBLEAU STUDENT OF 1926. 


The three months at Fontainebleau were as pleasurable as they were profitable; ten problems being 
interspersed with trips to various points of interest. 


All projets were short, to be executed within a period of a week to ten days. “The subjects were as 
follows: “A Town Hall,” “A Chateau for an Art Connoisseur,” “An Entrance Gateway to Zoological Gar- 
dens,” “A Small French Church,” etc., and each subject was issued so that one was helped in the design of 
his problem by some trip previously taken. Collaboration with the students in painting and sculpture was also 
encouraged. The last projet, which was longer, was “A Temple of the Dance and Plastic Culture,” and 
called for a fairly elaborate plan of Exhibition Hall, Library, Common Room, Restaurant, Houses for twenty 
Professors, Outdoor Theatre, etc. The resulting designs were very interesting and about equally divided be- 
tween the modern “Paris Exposition” and Classic styles. 


To one who had never been in France before, the trips taken were a tremendous treat; they were varied 
and incredibly well organized. “Those who went on them were transported in large busses. Coming late, I 
unfortunately missed the exhibition in Paris under the guidance of Monsieur Carlu. But the trip to Vaux 
le Vicomte, the exquisite Louis XIV Chateau built for Louguet; to Provins with its Roman remains, old Gothic 
grain storehouse, and beautiful churches; to Versailles to see the fountains play, and Loire Fuller dance at night 
while the old hunting horns were blown; and best of all the week's expedition through the valley of the Loire 
to all the important chateaux, and ending with a day at Chartres; all these trips I did have and enjoyed beyond 
words. 


Supplementing these and the Beaux-Arts work proper, were lessons in French for those of us whose 
French might be in a state of disrepair or actually non-existent, lectures in French history by Monsieur Saillens, 
and other lectures on the history of Art and Decoration. Twice a week, too, there were concerts by noted 
French artists for the Conservatoire to which all members of the Ecole des Beaux-Arts were admitted, so that 
in every way conceivable the mind and taste of the American student was taken care of and fostered. The 
hae aioe given was excellent throughout and the criticisms of Monsieur Carlu particularly stimulating and 
to the point. 


Altogether it was a very great privilege to be able to attend the school and one for which I am eager 
to express my gratitude.

plan is cruciform, and the interior length, including nave, cross- 
ing, choir and sanctuary, is 200 feet. The general style indi- 
cated by the foundations and existing churches in the neighbor- 
hood may be assumed to be somewhat similar to that of the 
following named monuments: Poiters—Notre Dame la Grande; 
Clerement-Ferrand—Notre Dame du Port; Issoire—Saint Paul: 
Conques—Saint Foy; Angoulene—Saint Pierre; Nevers—Saint 
Etienne; Paray-leMonial; Gensac. 

The church will be reconstructed of stone throughout, and will 
be vaulted in all its parts. A tower, which may be either high or 
low, is contemplated over the crossing. The apse may or not 
show absidio'es. The altar and other furnishings need not be 
shown. Particular attention is to be paid to the architectural 
elements of the building.
